wife, and lie saw no objection to her riding 
when he did not want a carriage.

am) told him, as he now told the House, that 
the Republican party could not longer to car­ 
ry the wives of public officials.

Mr. WOOD of New York presented several 
memorials from m erchants of New York ask­ 
ing for a change In the present a d valortm 
duty on tin plate to an equivalent si>eciflc 
duty. 
The House then at 1:45 p. m. resumed the 
consideration of the currency bill. 
After a long debate, during which Mr. E. IL 
ROBERTS of New York made a speech against 
inflation which was generally acknowledged to 
be one of the most aide of the session and wa* 
listened to with marked attention, many mem­ 
bers crowding around to congratulate bim. 
The excitement which had been growing on 
the subject all afternoon was intensified when 
the opponents of the bill, under the lead of 
Butler of Massachusetts, who desired to have 
the Senate bill substituted for it, voted down 
the previous question—ayes 77, nays 142. 
This gave Butler control of the quostiou 
aud he promptly, amid great confusion and 
excitement, moved to post|)one further con­ 
sideration of the bill until Tuesday next, stat­ 
ing that he would follow that vote with u mo­ 
tion to go to tho Speaker’s table and take up 
and pass the Senate bill. 
The motion to p o s te rn was carried—yeas 
133, nays 121. 
Mr. BUTLER then moved to reconsider and 
luy Hie motion on the table, the parliamentary 
mode of making the decision final.

ried—117 to IOO. 
Mr. BUTLER demanded the yeas and nays, 
desiring to have the currency question set­ 
tled iu to-day’s session.

S lio rl C re d its o r C u sli. 
We are glad to note a prominent feature of 
this spring’s trade, never before so prominent. 
There appears to be a very decided tendency 
towards cash business in all branches of trade. 
Instead of running accounts settled at pleas­ 
ure, perhaps in six months or a year, or even 
longer, merchants now expect either cash 
down or settlements at the end of each month. 
The freighting firms have done a great deal in 
this line by adopting the plan of cash pay­ 
ment for freights, and others of our business 
men plainly indicate to their customers they 
want shorter settlements and faster friends. 
All this is much better than the plan of in­ 
definite payments. 
It is far better for the bus­ 
iness men, a3 they require much less capital 
and lose less. 
It is better for the customer, 
for the business can sell to him more cheaply 
if he has no interest or risk to charge upon 
his goods. Then the sliort-credit or cash sys­ 
tem does away with a vast deal of dispute, as 
any misunderstanding can be promptly set 
right while the matter ¡3 fresh. 
We advise 
our business men to continue in the samo line 
until all business possible is doue for cash. It 
would be equal to a fifty per cent, inflation of 
the currency. 


S o m e t h in g t h a t N eed » A t t e n t io n . 
It may be it’s a device of the liquor-dealors 
to divert the atteution of the praying bands, 
or it may be the weak idea of some over-zeal­ 
ous philanthropist who thinks women’s ankle3 
should be protected, but whoever is at the 
bottom of it has projected a measure into tiie 
Legislature which should receive prompt at­ 
tention from every woman who runs a sewing 
machine. .The bill proposes to tine every 
manufacturer who employs womeu to work 
any machine with a treadle, and makes it 
unlawful for any manufacturer to put a treadle 
on any machine designed for use by a female. 
The fine is S100, which is as much a3 it costs 
to sell rum illegally. 
The efloct of Hi is bill would be to banish the 
sewing machine from the households of the 
laud, where they have become a recognized 
nocessity. From the poor seamstress to the 
richest housekeeper every woman feels that 
life is a blank without a machine that will 
make shirts Taster than the swiftest lingers 
can stitch them. 
There ;s but one escape 
from this wholesale desecration of our house­ 
holds; it is intimated there is a treadle patent­ 
ed that doe3 not require foot-power. 
It un­ 
doubtedly is a source of disease for any wo­ 
man to use a treadle constantly, but a way of 
escape can be found without granting sucii a 
monopoly as the one proposed. 


S e c re ta ry R ic h a r d s o n in a T ig h t S p o t, 
Mr. Secretary Richardson’s position is cer­ 
tainly a very unenviable one. 
The public 
found it extremely difficult to believe that a 
Secretary of the Treasury could really be as 
ignorant as lie and still live, and there was a 
very widespread conviction that the Secretary 
had at least slightly colored his evidence. 
This opinion is strengthened by Sanborn’s and 
Banfield’s testimony. 
The former’s was suffi­ 
cient to cast a decided suspicion that the Sec­ 
retary was forgetting a great deal that any­ 
body but a man of such enormous quantities 
of business to do that lie could not read what 
he] signed his name to ought to remember.

Novel things sometimes creep into Con­ 
gress, but Mr. Townsend rather transcended 
anything previously introduced when he bor- 
rowed an idea from the common school and 
used a map to illustrate his argument upon 
inflation.

bill was so referred—yeas 159, nays G9. 
Mr. WOOD of New York presented several 
memorials from merchants of New York ask­ 
ing for a chauge in the present ad valorem 
duty on tin plate to an equivalent specific 
duty. 
Tho House then at 1:45 p. m. resumed the 
consideration of the currency bill. 
After a long debate, during which Mr. E. H. 
ROBERTS of New York made a speech against 
inflation which wa3 generally acknowledged to 
be one of the most able of the session and wa3 
listened to with marked attention, many mem­ 
bers crowdiug arouud to congratulate him. 
The excitement which had been growing on 
the subject all afternoon was intensified when 
the opponents of the bill, under the lead of 
Butler of Massachusetts, who desired to have 
the Senate bill substituted for it, voted down 
the previous question—ayes 77, nays 142. 
This gave Butler control of the question 
and he promptly, amid great confusion and 
excitement, moved to postpone farther con­ 
sideration of the bill until Tuesday next, stat­ 
ing that he would follow that vote with a m o­ 
tion to go to tho Speaker’s table aud take np 
and pass the Senate bill.

To the Duke, then, the case was referred and 
from him a letter was received telling ins dear 
sister-in-law that recent political event3 had 
induced him to do nothing, even as to the 
giving advice, without the express concur­ 
rence pf the Emperor William, before whom he 
had laid the matter. 
The Emperor William 
wrote a long letter declaring that though he 
was surrounded by counsellors there was only 
one who had on all occasions proved himself 
correct, loyal and faithful, aud without whose 
advice he (the Emperor) would give no de­ 
cision. 
Therefore, he had referred the matter 
to his faithful minister, Prince Bismarck. 
And it is narrated that when Prince Bis­ 
marck was made acquainted with the subject 
he roared out, “ Gott in Himmel, what a fuss 
about nothing! 
Let the boy marry whom lie 
pleases, so long as she is young and pretty.’

A S u ifu tiu u t H u t. 
Some time ago we published au item in re­ 
gard to a remarkably intelligent dog owned 
by Gilbert Dubois of Napanoch. 
A few days 
since this animal died. 
It was perhaps oue 
of the most intelligent and sagacious dogs 
that Las ever been known lo this county. 
Not ouly was its powers of imitation wonder­ 
ful, but the canine also showed an intellect, or 
instinct, {terhaps, that seemed almost human. 
la the morning he has (teen known to ring a 
bell and arouse the family from their morn­ 
ing slumbers; he once !eJ a horse to water, 
would carry parcels with great intelligence, 
aud by some was even credited with the as­ 
tonishing (tower of being able to detect a spur­ 
ious bunk bill from a good one. 
His owner, 
with a modesty unknown to most men, could 
hardly ever be induced to allow tbs dog to 
give a performance of his skill, or in fact even 
give the auimal credit for the great powers he 
possessed. 
Ile would not sell the dog, how­ 
ever, though large amounts of money have 
been offered for the canine at diflerent limes. 
The family mourn the loss as they would that 
of a friend, and intend to srect a costly monu­ 
ment at his grave. 


Au Old HUH. 
The town of Deerpark boasts of u mill that 
was built before the revolutionary war, aud 
which is probably the oldest in this section of 
the state. 
It is situated ubove Cuddeback- 
ville ou the Monticello branch, aud was erect­ 
ed by a man named William C. lo se, from ’ 
Connecticut. 
Th# mill was built entirely of 
white oak, and the nails were all made by a 
blacksmith at Uugueuot. 
The Neversink riv­ 
er furnished iuexbaustible water (tower for the 
mill, and from miles around, in dry seasons, 
the early settlers brought their grists to it to 
bs ground, coming as far as the Connecticut 
ssttlementsjalong tho Delaware aud Cochecton, 
Damascus, Pa., aud other distant localities. 
They used to make up small parlies to bring 
in the grist, sometimes traveling ou foot, aud 
sometimes on horseback. 
Often some hardy 
pioneer would go alone lo the mill, tramping 
fifty or sixty miles through the then unbroken 
wilderness that lay between the neighboring 
settlements, carrying bls grist on bis back. 
The old mill was used as a fort Unring the 
troubles with the Indians, and many a time 
saved the lives of the settlers around it.— 
From the original Rose family the mill proper­ 
ty passed into the possession of Col. W. Cud- 
debaek. 
When the Delaware St Hudson Ca­ 
nal was constructed the property was pur­ 
chased by that company, in order to control 
the water power of the Neversink, to feed the 
canal. 
The change of the owners destroyed 
the uselulneea of the mill, and it and the 
property belonging to it was subsequently 
purchased by the late William C. Rose of Port 
Jervis. 
The old building still stands in good 
repair, bearing marks of Indian bullets and 
the attacks of time, a reminder of the strug­ 
gles and privations of those who first dared 
the dangers of the wilderness^iow blossoming 
M tbs rose.—Middletown Mercury.

Ceremonies of L ayin g tho Cornerstone. 
Thursday was a day of smiles and frowns 
and occasionally the gusts of wind which 
swept down from the mountains had moro of 
the vigor of winter in them than the mildness 
of April.

F ellow C i t iz e n s:— l u obedience to several 
subpoenaed served upon me within the last 
two or three hours to be in attendance here 
and now, I appear to testify for a very few 
minutes on this occasion. 
I do not come, 
however, entirely upon compulsion, for, never 
having witnessed the laying of a corner stone, 
I must confess to some Utile curiosity to see 
how it is done. 
Although no admirer of 
ceremony, and preferring the omission of it 
aud of everything that Blight be even imagined 
to be invidious, I discover no substantial ob­ 
jection, iii these day s of suspicion and dis­ 
trust, lo having this tiling done with MMI 
publicity' aud in such form that it can be seen 
to lie on the square. 
From this foundation a fair and stately 
edifice will rise, suited to our own present 
civic needs and ample for our future wauts. 
May it be as substantial as the growth which 
it symbolizes aud of which it is ail outcome. 
May the public iiiU>rest#which it represents lie 
as firmly kuit together as its solid wails and 
foundations. 
May it, through the coming 
years, as it is brightened by the morning sun, 
behold prosiierity on every side throughout 
our civic borders, and, as tho sunset rays lend 
it their mellow lustre, may it be environed by 
interests, sections aud (teople as blended and 
harmonious as they. 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, it seemed 
most fitting that your ancient aud honorable 
fraternity Should be invited to perform the 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of the 
new City Hall of the city of Kingston in the 
state of New York, and this, in the name aud I 
behalf of the city authorities, I now invite you 
to do with the usual forms of Masonry. 


Grand Master Thorne replied as follows: 


S i r :— From time immemorial it hasbeen 
the custom of the ancient and honorable fra­ 
ternity of Free and Accepted Masons to lay, 
when requested so to do, w ith their ancient 
forms, the corner stones of buildings erected 
for the worship of God, for charitable objects, 
or for the purposes of the administration of 
justice and five government. 
This corner 
stone, therefore, ive may lay in accordance 
with our laws, and gladly do so, testifying 
thereby our obedience to the law aud our de­ 
sire to show publicly our respect for the gov­ 
ernment under which we live.

At half-past nine o’clock Wednesday morn­ 
ing tiro was discovered about the smoke stack 
of Herrick Sc Kidder's Planing Mill, at Staats­ 
burg!], when an alarm was given. 
Stuats- 
burgli hasn’t a tire engine and the neighbors 
Hocked to the scene with buckets and (tails, 
aud a man hurried into the Ue(>ot telegraph 
office, near by, to send a dispatch to Hyde 
Park for a fire engine. 
For over one hour the 
ofterator endeavored lo call Hie attention of 
the Hyde Park operator, but tailed, 
in Hie 
meantime the flames spread rapidly, entirely 
consuming the planing mill aud contents,and 
then crawled to the lumber shed, enveloping 
that aud destroying 50,000 feet of lamber. 
When the work of destruction 'w as complete 
the Hyde Park operator was “ raised," and in 
half an hour after, under orders of Supt. Tou- 
cey, of the U. It. It. It., a special train ar­ 
rived with Eagle engine and company, of 
Hyde Park,on board. Hose was soon stretched 
and tile fire in the burning piles of lumber was 
extinguished. 
Mr. Timothy Herrick an I Mr. 
George Kidder, who owned ail of the proerty, 
state Hint in the planing mill were a boiler 
and engine, saws, toil tons of coal and 2,000 
feet of lumber. 
They put their loss at $6,000, 
on which there is an insurance of $2,500. Tho 
fire at one time communicated to Bodensteiu's 
Ice Tool Manufactory amt burned a hole iii 
the roof, but the building by lard exertion 
was saved. 
Joint Belay, one of the men 
employed in the planing mill, lost ail of his 
tools. 
A. P. Sc'oryver, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the village of Hyde Park, was 
with Eagle Engine Company and worked 
hard. 
The acting foreman of Eagle was F. 
Williams. 
There is no doubt, whatever, that tho 50,- 
OOO feet of lumber would have beau saved hail 
the Hyde Park telegraph operator been attend­ 
ing to his business. 
Although comparatively speaking the fire 
was a small one, it was a bail one for .Slants- 
burgh.—Pau ykkeepsi* Euy’e.

A S ag acio u s D og. 
Some time ago we published au item in re­ 
gard to a remarkably intelligent dog owned 
by Gilbert Dubois of Napanoeb. A few days 
since this animal died. It was perhaps one 
of the most intelligent and sagacious dogs 
that has ever been known to this couuty. 
Not ouly w'as its powers of imitation wonder­ 
ful, but the canine also showed an intellect, or 
instinct, perhaps, that seemod almost human. 
In the morning he has been known to ring a 
bell and arouse the family from their morn­ 
ing slumbers; he once led a horse to water, 
would carry parcels with great intelligence, 
and by some was even credited with the as­ 
tonishing power of being able to detect a spur­ 
ious bank bill from a good one. His owner, 
with a modesty unknown to most men, could 
hardly ever be induced to allow the dog to 
give a performance of his skill, or in fact even 
give the animal credit for the great powers he 
possessed. He would not sell the dog, how­ 
ever, though large amounts of money have 
been offered for the canine at difterent times. 
The family mourn the loss as they would that 
of a friend, and intend to erect a costly monu­ 
ment at his grave.

The town of Deerpark boasts of a mill that 
was built before the revolutionary war, and 
which is probably the oldest in this section of 
tho state. It is situated above Cuddeback- 
ville ou the Monticello branch, and was erect­ 
ed by a man named William C. Rose, from 
Connecticut. Th# mill was built entirely of 
white oak, and the nails were all made by a 
blacksmith at Hugueuot. The Neversink riv­ 
er furnished inexhaustible water pewer for the 
mill, and from miles around, in dry seasons, 
the early settlers brought their grists to it to 
be ground, coming as far as the Connecticut 
settlement3¡along the Delaware and CochectOD 
Damascus, Pa., and other distant localities. 
They used to make up small parlies to bring 
in tho grist, sometimes traveling on foot, aud 
sometimes ou horseback. Often some hardy 
pioneer would go alone to the mill, tramping 
fifty or sixty miles through the theu uubroken 
wilderness that lay between the neighboring 
settlements, carrying his grist on his back. 
The old mill was used as a fort dnring the 
troubles with the Indians, and many a time 
saved the lives of the settlers around it.— 
From the original Rose family the mill proper­ 
ty passed into the possession of Col. W. Cud- 
deback. When the Delaware & Hudson Ca­ 
nal was constructed the property was pur­ 
chased by that company, in order to coutrol 
the water power of the Neversink, to feed the 
canal. The change of the owners destroyed 
the usefulness of the mill, and it and the 
property belonging to it was subsequently 
purchased by the late William C. Rose of Port 
Jervis. The old building still stands in good 
repair, bearing marks of Indiau bullets and 
the attacks of lime, a reminder of the strug­ 
gles and privations of those who first dared 
the dangers of the wilderness* ow blossoming 
^s tbe rose.— Middletown Mercury. 


TH E NEW CITY H ALE. 


Cerem onies of L a y in g tbo C orn erston e. 
Thursday was a day of smiles aud frowns, 
and occasionally the gusts of wind which 
swept down from the mountains had more of 
the vigor of winter in them than the mildness 
of April. About noon however, when the 
hour for the organizations which were to par­ 
ticipate iu the ceremonies of laying the cor­ 
ner stone of the City Hall of the city of King­ 
ston drew neaT, the sun shone forth iu smiling 
benediction on the event. Firemen in the 
uniforms of their company, members of the 
bands in brilliant dress, and Knights Templar 
with, plumed chapeaus, gauntleted hands and 
glistening sidearms could be seen wending 
their way to the headquarters of their com­ 
mands and lodge rooms. Many ladies lined 
the sidewalks and verandahs of houses along 
the streets through which the diflerent organi­ 
zations were to march to the street on which 
the line was to form, and in The Strand 
quite a display of the stars and stripes was 
made, as there was on the Mansion House and 
from Mr. A. A. Crosby’s grounds.

Wurts street to Holmes, through Holmes to 
Union avenue to the City Hall, receiving the 
admiration of residents and spectators along 
the line of march, who attested it by waving 
handkerchiefs and flags. 
The beautiful banner of Rondout Command­ 
ery No. 52, K. T., shown on this occasion in 
procession for the first lime, attracted a great 
deal of attention, as was natural from its gor­ 
geousness and graceful form. 
CEREMONIES ON THE GROUND. 
The procession having reached the site of 
the City Hall was halted and the different or- 
anizations formed about the grounds, the 
Grand Lodge officials and the city authorities 
taking position on the platform formed by 
planking over the foundation of the building.

The assembly having been called to order, 
Corporation Counsel Seymour L. Stebbins 
stepped forward and delivered the following 
address: 
F ellow Citizens:—lu obedience to several 
subpoeuaes served upon me within the last 
two or three hours to be in attendance here 
and now, I appear to testify for a very few 
minutes on this occasion. 1 do not come, 
howover, entirely upon compulsion, for, never 
having witnessed the laying of a corner stone, 
I must confess to some little curiosity to see 
how it is done. Although no admirer of 
ceremony, and preferring the omission of it 
and of everything that might be even imagined 
to be invidious, I discover no substantial ob­ 
jection, in these days of suspicion and dis­ 
trust, to having this thing done with such 
publicity aud in such form that it can be seen 
to be on the square. 
From this foundation a fair and stately 
edifice will rise, suited to our own present 
civic needs and ample for our future wants. 
May it be as substantial as the growth which 
it symbolizes and of which it is an outcome. 
May the public interest#which it represents be 
as firmly knit together as its solid walls and 
foundations. May it, through the coming 
years, as it is brightened by the morning sun, 
behold prosperity on every side throughout 
our civic borders, and, as the sunset rays lend 
it their mellow lustre, may it be environed by 
interests, sections and people as blended and 
harmonious a3 they. 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, it seemed 
most fitting that your ancient and honorable 
fraternity should be invited to perform the 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of the 
new City Hall of the city of Kingston iu the 
state of New York, and this, in the name and 
behalf of the city authorities, I now invite you 
to do with the usual forms of Masonry. 
Grand Master Thorne replied as follows: 
Sir :—From time immemorial it has been 
the custom of the ancient and honorable fra­ 
ternity of Free and Accepted Masons to lay, 
when requested so to do, with their ancient 
forms, the corner stones of buildings erected 
for the worship of God, for charitable objects, 
or for the purposes of the administration of 
justice and free government. This corner 
stone, therefore, we may lay in accordance 
with our laws, and gladly do so, testifying 
thereby our obedience to the law and our de­ 
sire to show publicly our respect for the gov­ 
ernment under which we live. 
The ceremouy then proceeded as follows: 
Grand Master—Right Worthy Senior Grand 
Warden, this Emergent Grand Lodge is con­ 
vened at the request of proper authority, for 
the purpose of depositing, with the ancient 
forms of Masonry, the corner stone of the new 
City Hall which is to be here erected. It is 
my will aud pleasure, therefore, that procla­ 
mation be made, to the end that due order 
and decorum be observed by the brethren 
bvre present during the solemn service which 
we are about to undertake. 
Senior Grand Warden—Right Worthy 
Junior Grand Warden, it is the order of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master that this corner 
stone be now laid with Masonic honors. This, 
his will and pleasure, you will proclaim to all 
present, that the occasion may bo observed 
with due order and solemnity. 
J unior G rand Warden—Brethren aud all 
who are here assembled, take notice, that the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master will now de­ 
posit this corner stone in Masonic form; you 
will observe the order and decorum becoming 
the important and solemn ceremonies in which 
we are about to engage. 
G rand Master—The first duty of Masons, 
in any undertaking, is to invoke the blessing 
of the Great Architect upon their work. Breth­ 
ren, let us pray. 
Prayer by the Graud Chaplain. 
The corner stone being raised, the Grand 
Master said: Right Worshipful Grand Secre­ 
tary, you will read a list of the contents of the 
box.The Grand Secretary read the list, a3 fol­ 
lows:

G rand Master—Right Worshipful Grand 
Treasurer, there being no objections, you will 
now deposit the box with the papers in the 
place prepared for its reception. 
The Grand Treasurer read the inscription 
on the plate of the box, as follows: “Laid 
with Masonic forms by Elwood E. Thorne as 
Deputy Grand Master of Mason3 in the state 
of New York, April 9th, 1874.” The box was 
then deposited in tlie stone and the Grand 
Master spread the cement on the stone, 
the corner stone was lowered to its place, 
with three pauses, the band playing and each 
pause accompanied by grand honors—clap­ 
ping of hands three times by the Masons. 
The working tools were then presented to 
the Grand Master and by him distributed to 
the grand officers. 
G rand Master—Right Worshipful Deputy 
Grand Master, what is the proper jewel of 
your office ? 
Deputy G rand Master—The square. 
G rand Master—What does it teach? 
Deputy G rand Master—T o square our ac­ 
tions by the square of virtue and to prove our 
tverk. 
G rand Master—Apply the implement or 
jewel of your office to the corner stone and 
make report. 
The Deputy Grand Master applies the 
square. 
Senior G rand Marden—Most Worshipfnl 
Grand Master, I find the stone to be square; 
the craftsmen have done their duty. 
G rand Master—Right Worshipful Senior 
Grand Warden, what is-tlie jewel of your of­ 
fice? 
Senior G rand Warden—The level. 
G rand Master—What does it teach and 
what is its Masonic use ? 
Senior G rand Warden—The equality of all 
men; its U3a is to lay horizontals. 
G rand Master—Apply the jewel or imple­ 
ment of your office to this corner stone and 
make report. 
The Senior Grand Warden applies the 
level. 
Senior G rand Warden—Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, I find the stone to be level; tho 
craftsmen have done their duty. 
G rand Master—Right Worshipful Junior 
Grand Warden, what is the jewel of your of­ 
fice? 
J unior G rand Warden—The plumb. 
G rand Master—What does it teach? 
J unior G rand Warden—It teaches rectitude 
of conduct, to walk uprightly before God and 
man, and by it we prove our work. 
G rand Master—Apply the jewel of your 
office to this corner stone and make report. 
The Junior Grand Warden applies the 
plumb. 
J unior G rand Warden—Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, I find the stone is plumb; the 
craftsmen have done their duty. 
G rand Master—Having full confidence in 
your skill in the royal art, it now remains 
with me to finish the work. 
The Senior and Junior Grand Deacons, 
bearing the trowel and gavel, approach the 
stone; the Grand Master, preceded by the 
Grand Marshal, advances to the stone, spreads 
mortar upon it, strikes it three blows with the 
gavel, and returning to his place says: I, El­ 
wood E. Thorne, Deputy Grand Master, acting 
as Graud Master of Masons of the State of 
New York, declare this stone to bo plumb, 
level and square; to be well formed, true, 
trusty and duly laid according to the rules of 
oar ancient craft. 
The Grand Stewards proceed to the stone, 
followed by the Deputy Graud Master, Senior 
and Junior Grand Wardens, bearing the wine, 
corn and oil. 
G rand Master—Let the elements of conse­ 
cration be presented. 
G rand Steward—Right Worshipful Deputy 
Grand Master, I present you tbo corn of nour­ 
ishment . 
Deputy G rand Master—I scatter the corn 
as an emblem of plenty. May the blessing of 
the Great Architect of the universe bo upon 
us all, and inspire the hearts of the people 
with virtue, wisdom and gratitude, and the 
corn of nourishment abound in our land. 
Response—So inote it be. 
Ode, to the air of “Old Hundred:’’ 
. When once of old in Israel, 
Our early brethren wrought with toll, 
Jehovah’s blessings on them fell, 
In showers of corn, and wine and oil. 
G rand Steward—Right Worshipful Senior 
Grand Warden, I present you the wine of re­ 
freshment. 
Senior G rand Warden—I pour this wiue 
as an emblem of joy and gladness. May the 
Great Architect of the universe bless 
our national, state and city governments, 
watch over and preserve the workmen upon 
this building, bless them and our land with 
the heavenly wine of refreshment and peace. 
Response—So mote it be. 
Ode, to the air of “Old Hundred:” 
When then a shrine to Him alone 
They built, with worship, sin to foil. 
On threshold and on corner-stone 
They poured out corn, and wine and oil, 
G rand Steward—Right Worshipful Junior 
Grand Warden, I present you the oil of joy*. 
J unior G rand Warden—I sprinkle this oil 
as an emblem of peace. May its blessing* 
abide with us continually, and may the Great 
Architect of the universe bless our land with 
union, harmony and love,the oil which maketh 
men to be of joyful countenance, bless the 
widow and orphan, and so bestow His mercy 
upon the bereaved, the afflicted and sorrow­ 
ing, that they may know sorrow and trouble 
no more. 
Response—So mote it be. 
Ode, to the tiir of “Old Hundred:” 
And we have come, fraternal bands, 
W ith Joy and pride and prosperous sppil, 
To honor Him by votive hands. 
W ith streams of eorn, and wine and oil. 
G rand Master—May the all-bounteous 
Author of nature bles3 this people with an 
abuhdance of the necessaries, conveniences 
and comforts of life, assist in the erection and 
completion of this building, protect the work­ 
men against every accident, long preservo 
the structure from decay and grant us all in 
needful supply the corn of nourishment, the 
wine of refreshment and the oil of joy. Amen. 
Respons—So mote it be. 
The Grand Marshal theu presented the 
architect of the building, Mr. Arthur Crook3,to 
the Grand Master. 
G rand Marshal—I present you Mr. Arthur 
Crooks, the architect. He is ready, with 
craftsmen, for the work, and asks the tools 
for his task. 


G rand Master—Worthy sir, having thus, 
as Grand Master of Masons, laid the, corner 
stone of this building, I now deliver these im­ 
plements of your profession into your hands, 
entrusting you with the superintendence and 
direction of the work, having full confidence 
in your skill and capability to conduct-the 
same, and may God abundantly bless your la­ 
bors.The Grand Chaplain theu delivered the beue- 
diction. 
G rand Master—The Right Worshipful 
Grand Marshal will make proclamation in the 
name of the Graud Lodge of Free and Ac­ 
cepted Masons of the State of New York.

We have 
as*embled here to-day, in the face of you all, 
to build a house which we pray God may de­ 
serve to prosper by becoming a place of con­ 
course for good men and promoting harmony 
and brotherly love throughout the world, till 
time shall be no more. Amen. 
Response—So mote it be. 
The ceremonies were witnessed by a large 
crowd, who filled the grounds and look posi­ 
tion on every “coign of vantage” or hill of 
dirt that gave them a chance for a sight. 
The irrepressible hoodlums were out in force 
and roosting among the fragrant pine3 gave 
vent every now and then to their admiration in 
various exclamations taken from the gutter 
snipes’ book of etiquette.

At bulf-pa*t nine o’clock Wednesday morn- 
g tire wu3 discovered about the smoke «tack 
of Herrick & Kidder’s Planing Mill, at Staats- 
burgb, when an alarm was given. Staats- 
burgh hasn’t a fire engine and the neighbors 
flocked to the scene with buckets and pails, 
aud a man hurried into the depot telegraph 
office, near by, to send a dispatch to Hyde 
Park for a lire engine. For over one hour the 
operator endeavored to call the attention of 
the Ilvde Park operator, but failed. In the 
meantime the flames spread rapidly, entirely 
consuming the planing mill aud contents,aud 
then crawled to the lumber shed, enveloping 
that and destroying 50,000 feet of lumber. 
When the work of destruction *was complete 
the llyde Park operator was “raised,” and in 
half an hour after, under orders of Supt. Tou- 
ccy, of the II. R. II. R., a special train ar­ 
rived with Eagle engine and company, of 
Ilvde Park,on board. Hose was soon stretched 
and the fire in the burning piles of lumber was 
extinguished. Mr. Timothy Herrick and Mr. 
George Kidder, who owned all of the proerty, 
slate that in the planing mill were a boiler 
and engine, saws, ten tons of coal and 2,000 
feet of lumber. They put their loss at $G,000, 
on which there is an insurance of $2,500. Tho 
tire at one time communicated to Bodenateiu’s 
Ice Tool Manufactory and burned a hole in 
the roof, but the building by hard exertion 
was saved. John Relay, one of the lnsn 
employed in the planing mill, lost all of his 
tools. 
A. F. Schryvcr, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the village of Hyde Park, was 
with Eagle Engine Company and worked 
hard. The acting foreman of Eagle was S. 
Williams. 
There is no doubt, whatever, that the 50,- 
000 feet of lumber would have boeu saved had 
the Hyde Park telegraph operator been attend­ 
ing to his business. 
Although comparatively speaking the fire 
was a small one, it was a bad one for .Slaats- 
burgh.—Pou ghkeepsie Eagle.
